Puzzle — Find  the  Number  of  Jobless  Anytvhere 


IT  should  not  require  an  algebraical 
formula  to  ascert^n  the  number  of 
unemployed  in  Victoria  or  anywhere 
•Ue  in  Canada.  That  would  not  be 
neceasary  If  the  Dominion  used  its  labor 
office  statistics  across  Canada  to  the  end 
of  informing  the  public;  and  not  merely 
to  conceal  the  result,  presumably  for 
rxiiitical  purposes.  It  is  not  the  fault  of 
lof  :i!  or  otlu  i employment  bureau  oflSclala^ 
although  is  they  who  have  to  stand 
public  resentment  fqr  the  head-in-the-sand 
course  that  Ottawa  is  pursuing  In  this 


regard.  The  absurd  part  of  It  is  that  the 
chief  use  of  an  emplo>ment  bureau  is  to 
list  the  lobs  and  the  jobless,  and  to  bring 
them  together  as  fast  as  may  be  achieved. 

#How  this  process  even  remotely  can  be 
helped  by  pretending  that  the  number  of 
unemployed  is  a state  secret  no  one  has 
explained,  and  least  of  all  Ottawa.  ' While 
Parliament  is  still  sitting,  here  is  one  very 
mischievous  piece  of  red  tape  that  can  and 
should  be  trimmed  out  of  existence.  Let 
the  country  face  the  facts,  then  a remedy 
can  be  found. 


It  Is  the  Beer  ParUpr  System  That  Is  at  Fault 


Anything  that  would  encourage 
Improvement  In  the  standards  of  beer 
parlors  throughout  the  Province  would 
be  all  to  the  good  from  the  public’s  point 
of  view.  Some  of  them  leave  ample  room 
for  Improvement,  goodness  knows;  though 
the  majority  seem  trrttfrtlotn^  the  beat  they 
can  under  a system  of  governmental 
regulation  that  in  many  ways  Is  Just  plain 
stupid.  It  is  hard  to  believe,  however,  that 
the  Liquor  Control  Board  is  serious  when 
it  suggests  that  improvement  should  be 
fostered  by  means  of  a system  of  discrim- 
inatory prices  for  beer  supplies. 

By  all  means  classify  hotels  with  beer 
paiiors  according  to  the  accommodation 
and  service  they  provide,  and  let  the  public 
take  Its  choice  accordingly.  That  is  a 
system  widely  used  in  many  parts  of  the 
world.  It  Is  something  different  altogether, 
though,  when  a governmental  board  talks 
of  scaling  its  prices  for  beer  according  to 


its  view  of  the  state  and  tone  of  the  beer 
parlors  It  supplies. 

The  board  naively  believes  that  the  intro* 
ductlon  of  this  extraordinary  plan  would  be 
"invaluable  In  building  up  the  tourist 
industry.”  Under  the  present  control 
system  it  is  dilAcult  to  see  how  the  board 
or  anyone  else  could  make  beer  parlors 
attractive  to  tourists,  let  alone  "Invaluable” 
to  the  industry.  The  patron  of  a beer  parlor 
is  quickly  made  to  realise  that  he  is  there 
for  the  serious  business  of  drinking  beer — 
not.  as  he  may  have  misguidedly  imagined, 
for  relaxation  vd  social  enjoyment. 
thing  he  does  is  under  the  watchful  eyes 
of  attendants  bound  to  enforce  regulations 
as  strict  almost  as  those  of  a reform  school. 

Classifying  these  places  might  and  prob- 
ably would  encourage  such  limited  improve- 
ments as  the  law  allows  them  to  make,  bu^ 
it  would  not  change  what  is  really  at 
fault — the  Liquor  Control  Act.

Thinking  Aloud  The  Ways  of  Planners 


Zeal  Is  Commendable  But  Can  Be  Misplm^ed 


ONE  may  sympathise  with  Cowlchan 
citizens  while  thinking  they  are 
pushing  matters  to  extremes  because 
of  annoyance  with  the  state  of  a road  in 
their  area.  No  matter  the  delays  they 
allege  in  paying  attention  to  their  needs,  it 
nevertheless  remains  a fact  that  weather 
has  had  a lot  to  do  with  Uic.  state  of  roads 
everywhere  at  the  moment,  and  even 
governments  are  powerless  to  alter  the 
elements! 

As  a matter  of  principle  no  government 
can  submit  to  overt  threat  or  coercion,  and 
Cowichan  dissidents  would  have  been 
wiser  to  continue  legitimate  pressure  to 
have  the  road  fixed  as  soon  as  possible. 
Favors  or  rights  are  not  likely  to  be.  granted 
when  sought  by  ultimatum.  The  Public 
Works  Department  has  reason  on  its  side 


when  it  points  to  the  needless  waste  of 
public  money  in  making  repairs  Uiat  will 
be  undone  in  a matter  of  hours  perhaps. 
It  has  also  promised  to  fix  the  road  as  soon 
as  the  weather  permits. 

Doubtless  there  are  a hundred  com- 
munltips  throughout  the  Province  where 
bad  roads  arou.se  exasperation,  both  with 
the  weather  and  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. If  every  village  turned  out  to  fix  its 
own  piece  of  highway,  in  its  own  untrained 
fashion,  and  then  sought  to  withhold 
taxes  in  payment  for  unauthorised  work 
done,  both  the  Treasury  and  the  Works 
Departments  would  themselves  be  in  a 
serious  state  of  disrepair.  Zeal  is  a com- 
mendable thing,  but  In  such  cases  it  would 
seem  to  be  misplaced. 


Civil  Service  Pensioners  Forf^otten? 


IN  a year  in  which  the  Province  is  asking 
peiTnlssion  to  spend  $143,000,000,  or 
almost  a sum  equal  to  the  net  debt  of 
British  Columbia  after  100  years  of  civil 
goverance.  It  is  surprising  that  not  even  a 
gesture  is  being  made  to  one  class  of 
pensioner  in  whom  the  Go_yernmcnt  might 
have  been  expected  to  show  a grateful 
interest — the  retired  civil  servant.  The 
current~l>udget  includes  r sum  a^rw- 
matlng  $1,900,000  for  the  cost  of  living 
bonus  Increase  to  active  civil  servants, 
while  the  Province  long  ago  made  its 


upward  adjustment  in  favor  of  old  age 
jjensioners;  but  the  Civil  Service  pen- 
sioner— asking  for  more  than  three  years 
for  8 little  help — seems  to  have  been 
totally  Ignored.  This  is  the  more  strange 
when  the  history  of  the  provincial  super- 
annuation scheme  is  known,  with  its 
drastically  cut  benefits  and  its  scaled-to-a- 
trickle  pensions  for  men  and  women  who 
lisvr  their  life’s  labor  to  the 

provincial  service.  Can  nothing  be  done 
for  these  pensioners  now  in  the  facb  of 
their  grim  plight?

"yjrnH  endless  and  Uresomt  reltsr- 
W ation  British  Labor  Party  ora- 
tors talk  of  planning.  A typical  stats- 
meet  ol  this  theme  is  the  loliowing, 
which  is  taken  from  an  official  party 
proclamation:  « 

“The  government  must  lay  down 
the  economic  tasks  lor  the  nation;  it 
must  say  which  things  are  the  moat 
important  and  what  the  objectives  of 
policy  should  be,  and  should  give  as 
much  Information  as  possible  to  guide 
the  natlcm's  economic  activity;  it 
must  use  Ita  powers  of  economic  con- 
trol to  Influence  the  course  of  develop- 
ment in  the  desired  direction." 

There  are  all  sorts  of  variations  on 
this  theme.  Aneurin  Sevan  who  has. 
like  John  L.  Lewis,  a flair  for  flam- 
buoyant  rhetoric,  speaks  of  the 
“Grand  Design."  Some  sound  like  our 
own  exponents  of  the  new  economics. 
Alfred  Barnea  Minister  of  Trans- 
port. for  example,  propounded  this 
one:  *T  expect  that  for  processes  of 
Integration  and  oo-ordlnallon,  coun- 
try bus  services  wlU  be  more  synchro- 
nised with  railway  services  than  they 
have  been  in  the  past."  But  It  would 
be  cold  comfort  for  a prospective  pas- 
senger waiting  on  a country  road  for 
a late  government  bus  to  know  that 
at  last  thlnE*  bave  been  synchronised. 

They  love  luclous  and  foggy  terms 
such/as  integration,  stability,  orderly 
progress,  balanced  Industry,  concerted 
programs,  price  management,  devel- 
opment oounelis,  orderly  marketing. 


equlUble  condlUons.  oondlUoned  pub- 
lic interest,  etc.,  etc.  Tliese  strivings 
by  disorderly  minds  for  an  orderly 
world  suglest  a common  trait. 

A moral  as  well  as  an  economic 
iasut  is  involved  when  a responsible 
government  proceeds  to  nationalise 
an  industry  when  it  not  only  has  no 
notion  of  how  to  run  that  industry 
but  even  lacks  the  means  by  which  a 
transfer  of  ownership  is  eflected.  But 
in  most  of  the  undertakings  in  na- 
tionalisation the  Labor  Government 
revealed  and  on  occasion  even  con- 
fessed that  lack  of  knowledge.  For 
example,  when  the  Coal  Natlonallia- 
Uon  Bill  was  before  the  House  of 
Commons,  the  Parliamentary  Beere- 
tary  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and 
Power  said: 

“It  U not  for  me  to  at  this 
stage,  the  precise  criteria  which 
should  be  applied  to  measure  effi- 
ciency but  U Is  a subject  which  would 
repay  thought  and  some  of  us  are 
thinking  about  it." 

Later  this  man's  boss,  the  Minister 
of  Fuel  and  Power,  said:  “We  are 
about  to  take  over  the  mining  Indus- 
try. It  U not  so  easy  as  It  looks.  1 
have  been  talking  about  naUonalixa- 
Uon  for  40  years  but  the  ImpUcatlons 
of  the  transfer  of  property  had  never 
oee;tfred  to  me." 

A Brlilah  economist  remarked  In  his 
resentment  against  this  sort  of  thing 
that  the  planner  bcllevoe  "that  time 
can  heal  the  wounds  of  ignorance." 
But  what  are  the  rest  of  us  to  do 
during  the  convalescence?
